Deposits set to soar 

Can, bottle returns will hit 10 cents Nov. l, province says

Tired being told to take the 
cans and bottles to the de¬ 
pot or being asked to crush 
and clean those unwanted 
milk jugs for recycling? 

You now have an excuse 
to delay that chore until 
Nov. 1 — later if you want 
to make some money on 
plastic milk containers, the 
province announced yester¬ 
day. 

All deposits on all bever¬ 
age containers under a litre 


will rise to 10 cents — up a 
nickel — beginning in No¬ 
vember and anything over 
a litre will be 25 cents. That 
includes bottles of pop, 
beer, wine and booze. 

“The public is demanding 
that we move forward with 
this,” said Environment 
Minister Rob Renner. 

The hikes in deposits — 
the first substantial rise in 
20 years — also include 
plastic and milk cardboard 
containers in June 2009. 

The government says two 
billion containers are sold 
in Alberta each year, but

500 million are not re¬ 
turned to bottle depots for 
recycling. 

A delay in including a de¬ 
posit for milk jugs is need¬ 
ed for depots to ready 
themselves in making 
changes to handle the con¬ 
tainers, along with educat¬ 


ing residents about clean¬ 
ing the cartons before they 
visit the depot, said Renner. 

Gord Boys, a co-owner of 
the Summerside Bottle De¬ 
pot, expects hiccups at de¬ 
pots across the province 
since a few customers 
won’t get the message 
about cleaning the milk 
cartons at first, but says it is 
a step in the right direction. 

“When you pay out 10 
cents versus the current 
five cents at the retail level, 
you have double the incen¬ 
tive to return containers,” 
said Boys.

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Lucy the elephant is 
healthy, but too sick to sur¬ 
vive a move, staff at the 
Valley Zoo insist, respond¬ 
ing to calls for her be sent 
to a sanctuary in 
Hohenwald, Tenn. 

“Aside from her tooth 
problem and her arthritis, 
she’s a very healthy ele¬ 
phant,” said the zoo’s veteri¬ 
narian, Milton Ness. “Under 
stress, we’re worried her ca¬ 
pacity to breathe could be 
diminished.” 

Lucy spends most of her 
days with handlers, who 
have been by her side for 
over 15 years each. She 
paints, plays soccer, and is 
incredibly smart. 

“She’s a princess and a 
drama queen,” said handler 
Maureen Anderson. 

A small controversy has 
been brewing around the 
8,600-pound Asian ele¬ 
phant, and North America’s 
foremost elephant sanctu¬ 
ary wants Lucy to escape Ed¬ 
monton’s frigid tempera¬ 


tures and roam free with 17 
other zoo-rescued ele¬ 
phants. 

Carol Buckley, The Ele¬ 
phant Sanctuary’s founder, 
said that of the 23 elephants 
her team has rescued since 
1995, none have died in 


transport — and some were 
much sicker than Lucy. 

“We run into these tactics 
all the time. First (zoos) say 
the elephant is not healthy 
enough to travel, and that it 
will die in travel,” she said. 
“All of those efforts to deny 


an elephant to come to the 
sanctuary have never 
proven true.” 

There are no plans to 
move Lucy. The Elephant 
Sanctuary is making efforts 
to arrange a team of veteri¬ 
narians to assess her. 


Slain woman's 
daughters will 
stay with their 
grandparents 

ruling Murdered former 
Edmontonian Nancy Coop¬ 
er’s children will not be re¬ 
turned to their father, a 
North Carolina judge ruled 
yesterday. 

Instead, four-year-old 
Bella and two-year-old 
Katie will stay with their 
grandparents, Garry and 
Donna Rentz, who live in 
Sherwood Park. 

Brad Cooper fought in 
court last week to regain 
custody of his daughters, 
and has been actively try¬ 
ing to get them home 
since they were taken 
from him in the days fol¬ 
lowing his wife’s murder. 

Though the custody or¬ 
der is temporary, the grand¬ 
parents are thankful. The 
details of the temporary or¬ 
der are still under wraps. 

Nancy Cooper’s body 
was found floating in a 
storm runoff pond near 
her home in Cary, N.C. in 
late July. No one has been 
charged with her murder.

Don’t fault Alberta’s child 
advocate for problems in 
the government’s 
childcare system, says a 
group that represents 
child and youth workers 
across the province.

Youth Care Association of 
Alberta, after internal re¬ 
ports this week highlight¬ 
ed problems with children 
under government care. 

The quarterly reports in¬ 
cluded incidents of peer- 
to-peer sexual abuse in 
which the victim and the 
perpetrator remained in 
the same foster home. 

“It happens all the time,

Liberal leadership race heats up

New Brunswick MP 
Dominic LeBlanc looks cer¬ 
tain to run for the Liberal 
leadership as pressure 
mounts on former New 
Brunswick premier Frank 
McKenna to toss his hat in 
the ring as well. 

And former justice minis¬ 
ter Martin Cauchon told 
Torstar News Service he’s 
“very much tempted” to 


join the contest to replace 
Stephane Dion, who an¬ 
nounced this week he was 
stepping down as leader. 

While no one has official¬ 
ly declared yet, it’s likely 
LeBlanc, who represents the 
riding of Beausejour, will 
challenge Toronto MPs Bob 
Rae and Michael Ignatieff, 
the presumptive front-run¬ 
ners in the leadership race. 


“He’s planning to run and 
he’s assembled a team that 
will surprise people,” a Lib¬ 
eral strategist said yester¬ 
day. LeBlanc, 40, is a Har¬ 
vard-educated lawyer who 


was first elected in 2000. 

His father, Romeo 
LeBlanc, was a federal cabi¬ 
net minister and then Gov¬ 
ernor General. 

Meanwhile, McKenna, 


Canada’s former ambassa¬ 
dor to the U.S. and New 
Brunswick’s Liberal pre¬ 
mier for 10 years, is think¬ 
ing about a leadership run, 
long-time friend David Pe¬ 
terson says. 

If he decides to run, he 
would immediately become 
a front-runner, Peterson, a 
former Ontario Liberal pre¬ 
mier, said. 


He said McKenna, 60, the 
vice-chairman of TD Bank, 
is the kind of fresh blood 
the party needs to deliver it 
from its massive debt. 

“He knows how to moti¬ 
vate people. And the fact is 
nobody hates Frank. It 
would be hard to run a neg¬ 
ative campaign on Frank,” 
Peterson said.

B.C. fast-tracks tax cuts 


Vancouver British Colum¬ 
bia will speed up planned 
tax cuts to help residents 
deal with the global eco¬ 
nomic slowdown, but will 
not put its budget back in 
a deficit, Premier Gordon 
Campbell said yesterday. 

The country’s third- 
large st province will also 
provided unlimited insur¬ 
ance for deposits in its 
credit unions, and work 
with neighbouring Alberta 
to develop a new private¬ 
ly-funded pension fund for 
workers whose employers 
do not have one. 

A three per cent person¬ 


al income tax scheduled 
for 2009 as part of the 
province enacting a car¬ 
bon tax system will be 
made retroactive to apply 
to this year. Several busi¬ 
ness tax cuts will also be 
speeded up. 

The province said in 
early September it was 
projecting a $1-billion 
surplus for the 2008/2009 
fiscal year, and Campbell 
said its economy was still 
in better shape than the 
rest of the country de¬ 
spite the global economic 
storm of recent weeks.

QUEBEC One of two men want¬ 
ed in connection with the heist 
of more than a tonne of dyna¬ 
mite in northeastern Quebec 
has been arrested, CBC News 
Online reports. Provincial po¬ 
lice apprehended Mike 
Gagnon, 28, on Tuesday night 
in Saint-Jean-Port-Joli, outside 
Quebec City. Three other men 
are already in custody in con¬ 
nection with the heist. Yvan 
Perreault, 59, Sebastien Saint- 
Pierre, 29, and Stephane 
Fournier, 39, are in custody un¬ 
til their bail hearings Oct. 28. 

ONTARIO The province of 
Ontario, wounded by the global 
economic slowdown, expects to 
swing from a budget surplus to 
a deficit of $500 million in the 


current fiscal year as it projects 
revenues to be $918 million less 
than forecast in March. The 
province yesterday said that it 
plans to rein in spending on 
some programs and cut internal 
government expenditures to 
help limit the size of its first 
budget shortfall in four years. 

MAIL Canada Post has served 
notice that it intends to raise 
the price of a basic stamp to 54 
cents from 52 cents, starting in 
January, CBC News Online re¬ 
ports. The Crown corporation 
is also proposing to double the 
cost of mailing large 
envelopes. The cost of mailing 
a package weighing 500 grams 
would rise to $5-50 from $2.25.

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Critical time for Liberals 

Party has strong contenders to choose from to replace Dion 



C onventional wis¬ 
dom holds that 
the Liberal Party 
of Canada, post¬ 
election, will sink 
into a long season of de¬ 
spair, division and decline. 
Not so fast. 

It won’t help that the 
proud Stephane Dion — 
who did not deserve the 
character assassination he 
has stoically endured — 
will stay on until a leader¬ 
ship convention. It means 
he will be hit by friendly 
fire as his successors rush 
to distance themselves 
from his leadership and 
his losing policies, such as 
the Green Shift. 

But the good news for 


the Liberals is that they 
have strong contenders, as 
strong as they have had 
since 1968, when they 
chose Pierre Trudeau, or 


For a party 
desperate to 
renew itself, this is critical. 
The more candidates, the 
broader the process. For 
what this can mean for 
democracy, see Barack 
Obama. 

This time, the field will 
be broader and deeper 
than in 2006. That’s be¬ 


cause the leading con¬ 
tenders are stronger. 

Michael Ignatieff, the 
front-runner last time, has 
sat in Parliament since Feb¬ 
ruary 2006. 
As deputy 
leader, he has 
performed 
with style 
and elo¬ 
quence. If the 
rap against 
him was po¬ 
litical inexpe¬ 
rience, it is 
no longer. 

Bob Rae, 
his rival, has 
run and won 
a seat as a 
Liberal. The 
rap against 
him is that he was a New 
Democrat who was an inef¬ 
fective premier of deficit- 
ridden Ontario. He cannot 
erase his past — the Con¬ 
servatives won’t let him — 
but he will run as someone 
who is as effective in oppo¬ 
sition as in power. 


John Manley and Frank 
McKenna, should they run, 
bring the quality of elder 
statesmen, yet are young 
enough to renew the party. 
Both have name recogni¬ 
tion and can raise money. 

All are bilingual, experi¬ 
enced, serious players. 
Stephen Harper, take note. 

The rest of the field? Ger¬ 
ard Kennedy and Martha 
Hall Findlay may run 
again, though other than 
having been elected, nei¬ 
ther appears stronger than 
two years ago.

Mr. PM: More women needed in cabinet 


By DONNA DASKO 


With modest gains in last 
week’s federal election, 
women finally shattered 
the glass ceiling (or is that 
floor?) of 21 per cent set 
during the previous three 
elections. 

But this isn’t exactly a 
breakthrough — our new 
Parliament is still only 22 
per cent female, with 68 
women elected, up from 64 
in 2006. Canada now 
moves from the 51st coun¬ 
try in the world for female 
representation to around 
46th, while counties such 
as Sweden, Argentina, 
Spain, Rwanda and 41 oth¬ 
er countries have more 
women in their national 
parliaments. 

The results were also dis¬ 
appointing considering 
more women than ever 
were running — compris¬ 
ing 29 per cent of all candi¬ 
dates — but weren’t win¬ 
ning. The Liberals ran the 
most women (113), but 
elected just 18, while the 



Conservatives ran just 60 
women, of which 23 were 
elected. The New Democ¬ 
rats ran 104 women and 
elected 12, while the Bloc 
Quebecois ran 75 and elect¬ 
ed 15. Following a familiar 
pattern that we have often 
seen, many women were 
nominated in “un- 
winnable” ridings where 
their parties did poorly in 
the past and where they 
had little chance of suc¬ 
cess. 

Still, the parties did try 
harder and we see signs of 
growing awareness among 
the public and the media

that we need more women 
in elected office. Interest in 
female representation was 
undoubtedly sparked by 
massive media coverage of 
Hillary Clinton’s remark¬ 
able, but failed, run to be 
the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee in the United 
States, and the Republi¬ 
cans’ choice of Sarah Palin 
as that party’s vice-presi¬ 
dential candidate. 

With 23 women in his 
new caucus, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper can 
boast the largest contin¬ 
gent of female MPs — a re¬ 
markable feat considering 


his and his Conservative 
party’s past problems in at¬ 
tracting female voters. 
And his women’s caucus 
includes experienced and 
talented women, such as 
Calgary MP Diane Ablonczy 
and newly elected Gail 
Shea from Prince Edward 
Island, whose merits justify 
a strong female contingent 
in his cabinet. 

Harper has an opportuni¬ 
ty to make history — and 
to help compensate for the 
disappointing overall elec¬ 
tion result for women — 
by appointing substantial 
numbers of women to his 
cabinet and into promi¬ 
nent roles and major port¬ 
folios. 

In doing so, he will help 
his own future prospects — 
and give voice and visibili¬ 
ty to half the population.

Rate cut predicted 
as retail sales slip 


Canadian retail sales 
dropped for the first time 
in six months in August, 
giving weight to analysts* 
predictions that the Bank 
of Canada will cut interest 
rates again this year to 
stimulate an economy hit 
by the financial crisis. 

Statistics Canada said yes¬ 
terday that retail sales 
slipped by 0.3 per cent from 
July due to lower sales in 
the automotive sector. Ana¬ 
lysts had, on average, fore¬ 
cast a 0.2 per cent fall. 

Derek Holt and Karen 
Cordes of Scotia Capital saw 
reason for the Bank of 
Canada to cut the interest 
rate again, as “consumers 


clearly lost their resilience 
even before the peak credit 
crunch hit. This does not 
bode well for the traditional 
Christmas retail season.” 

The central bank cut its 
key interest rate on Tues¬ 
day by a quarter point to 
2.25 per cent, and said it 
would likely have to ease 
credit further. The next 
scheduled rate announce¬ 
ment date is Dec. 9. 

The S&P/TSX index 
dropped nearly 6 per cent 
yesterday, while the Cana¬ 
dian dollar sagged 2.69c to 
79.70<t US, a three-year low 
against the greenback, 
pressured by sliding com¬ 
modity prices. reuters

When Anne Day launched 
her business, Company of 
Women (companyofwom- 
en.ca), five years ago, she 
admits she spent a 
“fortune” on advertising 
and promotion. 

In fact, in the first year, 
about 50 per cent of her 
budget went to newspaper 
ads and promotional 
items such as post-it notes 
bearing the company lo¬ 
go, as well as gifts for re¬ 
newing members. 

Then she discovered 
something: “If women 
like something, they tell 
their friends about it.” 

So instead of spending 
all her marketing money 
on advertising, she began 
to focus on connecting 
with other women’s net¬ 
works to promote her 
business and on delivering 
a “quality experience, one 
they’ll remember.” 

“Then they tell their 
friends, who tell other 
people,” she says, likening

it to the famous Breck 
hair shampoo commer¬ 
cial, “I told two friends,

In fact, Day believes 
word of mouth is respon¬ 
sible for 75-80 per cent of 
her company’s growth, 
which now has 380 annu¬ 
al members, with many 
more attending a much- 
expanded roster of break¬ 
fast, lunch and dinner 
meetings. 

“By maintaining your 
standards and constantly 
asking what your cus¬ 


tomers want — and listen¬ 
ing to them,” you can de¬ 
liver a product that your 
customers will talk about, 
she says. 

And the value of that is 
apparently priceless in the 
advertising world. 

“Word of mouth is the 
most powerful stimulus 
for marketing. It beats just 
about everything else,” 
says Knud Jensen, a profes¬ 


sor specializing in small 
business strategies and en¬ 
trepreneurship at Ryerson 
University’s Ted Rogers 
School of Management. 

That’s because it’s not 
paid for like an advertise¬ 
ment, so there is more of 
a trust level with it, he 
says. “For small compa¬ 
nies” — with small budg¬ 
ets — “this is even more 
important,” he says. 


So how do you get the 
word out? 

One way is to follow the 
old adage that everyone in 
your company is a “mar¬ 
keting person,” he says. 

“Think about an ac¬ 
counting person who does¬ 
n’t see their role as a mar¬ 
keter, but they can still 
create issues with the sup¬ 
pliers or customers by not 
being nice or being curt.” 


Second is managing 
your reputation,” he says.

No guts, no glory 

The greening of insulation

From recycled glass to 
denim to soybean oil, in¬ 
sulation is now made 
from greener materials. 

“Nearly all insulation is 
‘green’ depending on how 
you measure it,” says 
David Bengert, president 
of the Built Green™ Socie¬ 
ty of Canada and the direc¬ 
tor of purchasing at Jay- 
man MasterBUILT. “All 
types save energy and 
therefore lower green¬ 
house gas emissions.” 

In Alberta, fibreglass in¬ 
sulation manufactured in 
Edmonton is made of 
more than 50 per cent re¬ 
cycled glass, such as pop 
and liquor bottles and a 
tiny amount of formalde¬ 
hyde. A manufacturer in 
Innisfail, Alta., makes in¬ 
sulation with less recycled 
glass content, but in a 
formaldehyde-free 
process. 

Cellulose insulation is 
made from recycled paper 
and treated to be fire re¬ 
sistant, Bengert explains. 
Meanwhile rigid foam in¬ 
sulation has a higher insu¬ 
lation value than other 
types but uses non-renew¬ 
able resource in the manu¬ 
facturing. 

Spray-in-place foam in¬ 
sulation, including ure¬ 
thanes, have an even high¬ 
er insulation value and 
many are made from envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly 
products; however, they 
are the most expensive, 


Bengert says. “In Alberta, 
fibreglass is the dominant 
product used by builders, 
probably over 90 per cent 
of new homes use it,” he 
says. “In categorizing a 
product as ‘green’ all fac¬ 
tors must be considered. 
For example, what is it 
made from, where is it 
made, how is it made, 
what is the final cost? Af¬ 
ter reviewing these fac¬ 
tors, a builder can then 
decide which product to 
use.” 

It’s in the jeans 

You may have read 
about or watched Holly¬ 
wood environmentalist 
types like Adrian Grenier, 
star of the HBO TV series 
Entourage, using denim in 
green building projects. 
They’re likely using eco- 
friendly Bonded Logic’s Ul- 
traTouch Natural Fiber In¬ 
sulation, made in the U.S. 
from 85 per cent post-in¬ 
dustrial cotton denim, us¬ 
ing scraps from the manu¬ 
facturers. It’s formalde¬ 
hyde-free, 100 per cent re¬ 
cyclable, VOC-free, and 
treated with a fire-retar¬ 
dant. 

“UltraTouch is incredi¬ 
bly easy to install and 100 
per cent safe to humans,” 
says Kris Friesen of Cana¬ 
dian UltraTouch. “Besides, 
it has 50 times better insu¬ 
lating and acoustical 
(soundproofing) qualities.” 

The insulation’s fibres 
provide sound absorption 
and maximum thermal 
performance. UltraTouch 
does not itch and is very 


easy for renovators and in¬ 
stallers to handle. 

“The interest is growing 
steadily in Alberta,” says 
Friesen. 

Out with 'old school’ 
insulations 

In her national best¬ 
seller ECOHOLIC, Your 
Guide to the Most Envi¬ 
ronmentally Friendly In¬ 
formation, Products and 
Services in Canada, Adria 
Vasil writes about green 
insulation choices. 

“Skip old-school, green¬ 
house-gas-emitting 
polyurethane foam, which 
is also treated with PBDEs 
(ultra-persistent fire retar¬ 
dants, some of which are 
being phased out but are 
still on the market),” ad¬ 
vises Vasil. “Instead go for 
blown-in cellulose, made 
with recycled paper. If 
done right, it’ll keep cold 
air at bay better than fi¬ 
breglass, and it takes up to 
a quarter of the energy to 
manufacture.” 

Vasil recommends 
BioBase 501, made partly 


from soybean oil. She says 
the cheaper, extremely 
fire retardant insulation 
was voted one of the Top 
10 eco-friendly building 
supplies by Building- 
Green.com in 2003 and 
emits very few VOCs. 

So far, soy good 

Water-blown and soy- 
based BioBased insulation 
(widely used in the U.S. and 
which distributors hope to 
attain certification for in 
Canada in the next year) al¬ 
lows residential and com¬ 
mercial structures to be 
more sustainable. When in¬ 
stalled, the insulation ex¬ 
pands to 100 times its origi¬ 
nal size filling every space 
and void, stopping air 
movement.

The great 
garage cleanup

J ust how bad can your 
garage get? Pretty bad, 
says Ron Binder, co¬ 
owner of OnWall Solu¬ 
tions, onwallsolu- 
tions.com, a Toronto-based 
company that specializes in 
garage storage. 

“The biggest problem I’ve 
seen with garages is that 
there is so much junk piled 
inside that the homeowner 
can no longer park the car,” 
he says, adding he encoun¬ 
ters this kind of situation all 
the time, with all kinds of 
people. 

Phew! 

That’s a relief, 
because I 
thought I was 
abnormal. But 
still, scraping 
ice off the 
windshield — 
when I could 
be parked in 
my nice warm 
garage — is kind of annoy¬ 
ing. 

So I decided to start a ma¬ 
jor clean-up, and boy, did I 
have a lot of stuff. And since 
we’re speaking of stuff, let’s 
admit for once and for all 
that it is the dark heart of 
the problem when it comes 
to garages and organization. 

Job number one is offload¬ 
ing. This means taking in¬ 
ventory of what you have 
and deciding what you no 
longer need. 

The hardest part of the 
job was actually negotiating 
with my husband, who has 
a hard time getting rid of 
stuff that I would turf in a 
minute. 

But, all turned out well. 
After a series of “This is 
junk. No, it isn’t” conversa¬ 
tions, we eventually did 


reach an agreement, and 
made an amicable trip 
down to the Sally Ann. 

During the inventory, I al¬ 
so noticed odd items that re¬ 
ally didn’t belong in the 
garage — for me, these were 
things better stored in the 
house. 

These are usually the 
items that are retrieved for 
parties or family gatherings 
once a year (the Christmas 
dishes and big serving plat¬ 
ters, for instance), accompa¬ 
nied by frustrated cursing 
and the clattering of dis¬ 
lodged items 
on the garage 
floor. 

But you al¬ 
so need to tag 
items, since 
your wonder¬ 
ful organiz¬ 
ing efforts 

_ will mean 

— squat if your 
family is not aware of how 
you decided to store things. 

Sturdy stick-on tags or 
pieces of coloured hockey 
tape do the job nicely. Try 
tagging items in each cate¬ 
gory with a particular 
colour — say, green for gar¬ 
dening paraphernalia and 
red for sporting and recre¬ 
ational items. 

Finally, think about how 
you’d like to store your 
items — shelves, lockable 
cabinets, overhead storage, 
hooks, trays, crates, boxes 
and bags are some of the op¬ 
tions. If you’re a do-it- 
yourself type, you can order 
storage products online and 
install them yourself.

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What you don't 
know about icicles 


Icicles hanging from your 
eavestroughs may look 
harmless, but they could 
be a sign of ice-damming. 

Ice-damming usually oc¬ 
curs when there is a signifi¬ 
cant build up of snow on 
the roof and the outside 
temperature hovers around 
freezing. If the attic tem¬ 
perature is above freezing, 
it will warm the roof 
sheathing, which in turn 
melts the snow lying on the 
shingles. 

Water then runs down 
the roof until it meets the 
roof overhang, which is not 
warmed by the attic and is 
the temperature of the sur¬ 
rounding air. 

If the air and the over¬ 
hang are below freezing, 
the water freezes and forms 
an ice dam, which then 
causes water to form a 
small pool that may back 
up under the edges of the 
shingles and leak through 
the roof into the walls and 
ceilings below. 

To solve your ice- 
damming problem, you 
must first determine how 
heat is entering your attic. 
With the help of a roofing 
specialist, such as Direct 
Energy, there are a number 


of ways to avoid or solve 
ice-damming: 

Improve attic ventilation 
by checking soffit vents and 
roof vents to ensure you 
have adequate ventilation. 
Many homes designed and 
built in the 1950s were con¬ 
structed without soffit 
vents and not enough roof 
vents. 

Since heat rises, the opti¬ 
mal location for vents is at 
the peak with either con¬ 
ventional roof, gable or 
ridge vents. All these types 
will let heat exit quickly 
and efficiently. 


Improve attic 
ventilation by 
checking soffit 
vents. 

Check for air leaks into 
the attic; typically, warm 
air from the home rises and 
leaks from areas like ceiling 
fans, light fixtures and the 
attic hatch. 

Make sure your attic (and 
attic hatch) is properly insu¬ 
lated to lower your energy 
costs and keep the attic 
space cool in the winter.

Tender, loving slow cooking

Slow cookers are nice to 
come home to — and the 
ideal appliance for 
braising (cooking low and 
slow in liquid) less tender 
but flavourful cuts of 
meat. A pork-shoulder 
roast is a perfect case in 
point — slow cooking ten¬ 
derizes the meat such that 
it shreds easily, creating 
pulled pork. 

This recipe requires a lit¬ 
tle planning to make it at 


least a day ahead. I often 
let the slow cooker cook it 
overnight, then cool and 
refrigerate it during the 
day. The fat rises to the 
top and hardens when 
chilled, making it easy to 
remove. Serve on onion 
buns with coleslaw. 

Pulled Pork 

An easy meal that is popu¬ 
lar with kids and adults 
alike (and makes great left¬ 
overs). Makes 6 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 lb (1 kg) boneless pork- 
shoulder roast, remove 
any excess fat 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) prepared 
mustard 

• 6 soft buns and coleslaw 

Dry Rub: 


• 1 tbsp (15 mL) each gran¬ 
ulated sugar and paprika 

• 1-1/2 tsp (7 mL) each 
brown sugar, ground 
cumin, chili powder and 
black pepper 

•1/2 tsp (2 mL) each salt 
and cayenne 

• 2 onions, halved and 
thinly sliced 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) smoky 
barbecue sauce 

METHOD: 

Spread mustard over pork. 
Make rub mixture by 
combing sugar, paprika, 
brown sugar, cumin, chili 
powder, pepper, salt and 
cayenne. Pat evenly over 
pork. Place in slow cooker, 
top with onions and barbe¬ 
cue sauce. Cook, covered 
on LOW for 8 to 10 hours 
or until very tender. 


Transfer pork to a cut¬ 
ting board and cool slight¬ 
ly. Using two forks, shred 
meat, discarding any fat. 
Cool, then cover and re¬ 
frigerate. Put the cooking 
liquid in a tall bowl, cool 
then refrigerate to solidify 
fat. Remove fat and trans¬ 
fer liquid to a saucepan. 
Bring to a boil and cook to 
reduce and thicken it. (Or 
blend a little cornstarch 
with cold water, whisk in¬ 
to cooking liquid and 
bring to a boil, whisking 
constantly, until thickened 
into a sauce.) Add meat to 
sauce and heat until 
warmed though. Serve on 
buns.

David Copperfield says he can make dreams come true

David Copperfield claims 
he can make your wildest 
dreams come true — a 
pretty bold statement. 

But the veteran magician 
says that his new show 
Grand Illusion is the most 
incredible evolution of his 
craft to date, and if you can 
dream it, he can make it a 
reality. 

“People dream about a 
new car, so I make a car ap¬ 
pear. I show you how it’s 
possible to win the lottery 
and, also, I transport audi¬ 
ence members to an exotic 
island.” 

The show, which will 
take over Rexall Oct. 30 and 


31, boasts an impressive 
lineup of new illusions. 

Copperfield claims he’s 
able to make people vanish, 
and reappear moments lat¬ 
er in the location of their 
dreams — though insists 
the illusion is of no danger 
to audience members. 

“I keep the safe illusions 
for the audience members 
and the dangerous ones for 
myself, like hanging over a 
fiery bed of spikes or plung¬ 
ing over Niagara Falls in a 
few of my TV specials.” 

Though Grand Illusion 
promises the impossible, 
Copperfield will still pull a 
few trademark, death-defy¬ 
ing rabbits out of his hat, 
by taking on a lethal black 
African scorpion, and float¬ 
ing through solid steel.

Santa Monica, Calif., 
according to the 
lawsuit. 

Lohan’s attor¬ 
ney, Ed McPher¬ 
son, tells 

TMZ.com the 
lawsuit is “ab¬ 
surd.” 

The plaintiffs — 
Ronnie Blake, 
Jalcon Sutter and 
Dante Nigro — are 
seeking unspec¬ 
ified damages 
in the case, 
filed in 
Superior 
Court in 
Santa 
Moni¬ 
ca. 

Al¬ 
though no¬ 
body was 
physically in¬ 
jured, their 
suit describes 
a wild, trau¬ 


matic ride with Lohan al¬ 
legedly angry and intoxi¬ 
cated as she went after the 
other car following a party. 

“Dante and Jalcon contin¬ 
ued to implore Lohan to 
slow down, stating specifi¬ 
cally that she was endan¬ 
gering all of their lives and 
that they could be killed,” 
the lawsuit says. “Lohan re¬ 
fused to slow or stop, but 
instead responded with 
abusive cursing and vulgar 
language, including a 
statement that she did not 
care about the risk of 
death.” 

The lawsuit adds: “She 
also stated that because 
she was a celebrity she 
could do whatever she 
wants.” 

Following her arrest, Lo¬ 
han reached a plea deal in 
the case and spent 84 min¬ 
utes in jail for DUI. 

She also was sued by the 
passenger in the car she al¬ 
legedly chased.

Piquant Pasta and 
Tuna Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 oz (250 g) pasta twists or spi¬ 
rals, such as cavatappi, fusilli or 
rotini 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
1 onion, chopped 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

2 zucchini's, thinly sliced 
2 tsp (10 mL) sugar 

2 tbsp (25 mL) commercially 
prepared red or green pesto 
sauce 

1 tbsp (15 mL) white or red 
wine vinegar 
1 tbsp (15 mL) capers 
6 tomatoes, halved and cut in¬ 
to thin wedges 
1 can (6 oz/170 g) water- 
packed solid white tuna, 
drained and roughly flaked 
6 black olives, pitted and 
halved 

Garnish: Fresh flat-leaf parsley 

METHOD: 

1 . Cook pasta according to 
package instructions, until al 
dente. Drain well, rinse with 
cold water, and drain again. 


2 . While pasta is cooking, heat 
1 tbsp (15 mL) oil in a 
saucepan. Add onion and gar¬ 
lic, and saute for 3 minutes, 
stirring often. Add remaining 
oil and zucchini and cook, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, for 3 
minutes. 

3 . Add sugar, pesto, vinegar 
and capers to onion and zuc¬ 
chini. Heat for a few seconds, 
stirring until ingredients have 
combined to form a dressing. 
Stir in tomatoes, then transfer 
the mixture to large mixing 
bowl and set aside to cool. 

4 . Add drained pasta to the 
bowl. Gently mix in tuna and 
olives. Serve garnished with 
flat-leaf parsley leaves, if 
desired.
